"Ireumstances.. sach as climate and situation —its form and 
"ture are the results of other things beside. 
In fact, the exaggeration of the truth is evident upon the 
lightest examination. We look to the sunny skies of the 
Crea. we inhale the soft breezes of the ZEgean —the 
Whispering winds of Cuma woo us to delight — we 
Vlew the glorious sun rising in proudest majesty over the 
terna] City, and see * the lady moon " mirrored in the pure 
depths of the Neapolitan bay — we remember who have 
trodden these regions so favoured of nature — we recall the 
Urning verse that has made their names famous throughout 
all lands — and we hold these the lands of poesy and song, 
| Of the sublimest imagination — of the liveliest, sweetest 
fancy, We hold the spot, the climate essential to the 
genius; and though we have mourned over Ovid dwelling in 
race, we can never fancy a Tibullus born in Siberia. 
9 could credit an Euripides in Skye, or believe that 
€ Feroes could bring forth a Horace ?

The old German 
traditions, which still linger jn German memories, also 
breathe an air of high poetic beauty ; whilst in Hebridean | 
and Hibernian halls no guest was more welcome than the | 
bard who told, in stirring strains, the glorious deeds of an 
immortal Past. Bleak and barren are the hills and heaths 
of Ayreshire, yet they reared a poet of sweetness and grace 
inferior to none who struck the ]yre in sunny Rome. What 
a tribute has he paid to the accustomed climate of his 
birth : — 


E'en winter bleak has charms to me, 
When winds rave through the naked tree; 
Or frosts on hills of Ochiltree 


_, Are hoary grey; 
Or blinding drifts wild-furious flee, 


Darkening the day. 
Da Moulin, a writer whose popularity bears no propor- 
tion to his merits, observes, that «One that has fed his eyes 
with the rich prospect of delicate countries—as Lombardy, 
Anjou— where all the beauties and dainties of nature are 
assembled, will another time take no less delight in a wild 
and rugged prospect of high, bare mountains and lofty 
stories of steep rocks, as about the grand Chartreuse and | 
the bottom of Ardennes, where the very horror contributes 
to the delectation. IfI have been delighted,” adds the good 
old man, “to see.the trees of my orchard in the spring 
blossomed, in summer shady, in autumn hung with fruit, I 
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climate as rigorous as long winters, hard frosts, heavy ; 
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will delight again after the 
fall of the leaf to see through my 
trees new prospects, which the bushy 
boughs hid before ; and will be pleased with the 

sight of the snow candied about the branches, as the 
flowers of the season.” 

It has been, indeed, amidst the conflict of wild elements 
— in regions of “cold weather” — that brave and martial 
people have been formed. When the Roman began his 
career of victory, and the city of refuge for runaway slaves 
conquered for herself the dominion of Italy — when she first 
sent her heroic legions beyond the Alps, the climate of the 
Campagna was very different from what it is now. When 
Rome fell, it was under the sword of the hardy barbarian, 
who first drew breath beside the oft frozen Danube, where 
piercing cold dwelt half the year, inuring to toil, inciting to 
exertion, and strengthening to might the children of the 
soil. 

Let us not, albeit with shivering frames we hang over 
our December fire, and listen to the storm howling without 
— let us not fall foul of “cold weather." We owe it more 
than we fancy; 'tis a good friend, though it comes in un- 
friendly guise. Nay, let us rather welcome it as giving 
scope for the exercise of those kindly feelings, which no 
frost should ever bind in icy chains —no fell blast, from 
east or north, deaden, or chill. Whilst gathered round our 
joyous hearths, be it for us within to remember those who 
are without, and to whom it is given to endure all that food, 
fire, and raiment, shelter us from. 
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When we feel the sharp piercing air giving fresh nerve 
to our step — refreshing, invigorating our frame — let us 
not forget that to many “cold weather” brings only pinching 
poverty, slow starvation, painful death. These remem- 
brances will not be unwelcome at Christmas hearths, pro- 
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vided they be accompanied with the thought, “It has been 
my pride, in the discharge of my duty, to have ministered 
to these poor victims of an inclement season. I have, as far 
as I could, fed the hungry, clothed the naked, and given 
warmth to the fireless. I have done my part in helping 
the cause of the poor, and can at least say that, to me, ‘ cold 
weather’ is no painful thing, in that it has enabled me to 
evince a due gratitude to Providence by succouring, to the 
extent of my means, its poor distressed creatures! ”

THE FROST.~— THE PARKS.— ACCIDENTS. 


The frost still continues. The thermometer, at seven o’clock on Sun- 
day morning, at the Receiving-house, Hyde Park, was 29 degrees (three 
degrees of frost) ; and during the day it varied only from 29 to 30 degrees. 
The Serpentine River, in Hyde Park, was entirely frozen over; the ice 
was, however, not more than an inch and a half thick, and was therefore 
dangerous. During the day full 5000 persons ventured, at the risk of their 
lives, upon the treacherous surface, notwithstanding the repeated cautions 
they received from the icemen of the Royal Humane Society, whose ex- 
ertions to prevent accidents were most praiseworthy. Shortly after four 
o'clock an accident occurred, which had nigh proved fatal to no less than 
ten persons. The first that became immersed was a young man, named 
Charles Fane, residing at No. 3. Harris’s Place, Oxford Street. The ice 
gave way in the centre, between the Receiving-house and the bridge, 
where there was six feet of water. Sparks and Hughes, two of the ice. 
men, instantly hastened to his assistance, but on approaching the edge of 
the breakage the ice gave way, aad they also were immersed, the sinking 
man clinging to them. At that juncture several of the icemen and other 
persons came to their aid, when a third breakage took place, through 
which seven more persons were immersed. A sailor, who happened tobe 
present, courageously jumped into the hole, and got out three, while the 
others were got out by the icemen, and then, jumping out himself, walked 
off, wetted to the skin, without his name being ascertained. One of the 
men got out by him, named Martin Connell, living at No. 3. Barrett's 
Court, Oxford Street, was in a very faint state, and both he and Fane 
were instantly conveyed to the Receiving-hou:e, where they received 
proper attention from Dr. Woolley, one of the honorary surgeons of the 
institution, and after a hot bath, &c., were able to proceed home. On the 
round pond in Kensington Gardens the ice round the edges was thin and 
insecure, although in the centre it was very firm. About 1500 persons 
were on it during the day without accident. ` On the Long Water, that 
portion of the ice between the islands and the Bayswater end was most 
secure. About 2500 persons, during the day, were on the upper part. 

On the lake, in St. James's Park, there were also à great number of 
persons on the ice, notwithstanding the friendly warnings of the servants 
of the Royal Humane Society, who erected a marquee. In the course of 
the afternoon several immersions took place, but the parties suffered no 
further inconvenience than tbat occasioned by a ducking in cold weather. 
But about four o'clock, when some thousands of persons were engaged in 
sliding and skating, the ice gave way on the north side of the island at the 
east end, and seven or eight men and boys were instantly immersed in 
fourteen feet of water. Iceman Joseph Clapstone repaired to their 
assistance, with ladders, &c., but then, from the rottenness of the ice, 
giving way, he fearlessly sprang into the water, and with the aid of one of 
the park-keepers and bystanders succeeded in extricating five; but two 
or three, it is feared, have met with a watery grave, and for their recovery 
drags were used up to alate hour. Clapstone nearly lost his life through 
the persons struggling in the water having clung to him and carried him 
several times beneath the surface. One gentleman, name unknown, was 
able to proceed bome immediately, but the remaining four were conveyed 
to the society's marquee, and were promptly put into warm baths, placed 
in warm blankets, &c. Scarcely had this been effected when a similar 
accident took place at the west end of the lake, near Buckingham Palace, 
where the ice broke completely across from the northern to the southern 

Shore, and about fifteen persons were suddenly thrown into ten feet of 
water. Icemen James and Richard Wood, and Joseph Knight, repaired 
to the spot with ropes, sledge, breaker, ladders, &c., but the sledge got 
under the ice, and was stove in, the ladders broke in and became useless, 
and the ropes which were thrown across broke several times before: with 
the aid of poles the immersed persons could be got out, which having 
been fortunately effected in each instance, about half of them were able 
to depart homewards, but seven or eight were taken to the marquee, 
where a scene ensued which baffles description, there being only two beds, 
with two persons in each, and but one warm bath, with the tent literally 
crammed, and the crowd outside pressing fur admittance. 
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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 22. — The last packet from Trebizond brought 
intelligence which has produced some sensation in the public.. Abdallah 
Pacha, governor of 'Trebizond, the same against whom the public press 
urged such violent invectives for his cruelties, is now in open hostility 
with the Dritish consul of that place. Besides a serious difference which 
arose between both functionaries on the occasion of a dragoman of the 
English consul, the official character of whom the Pacha had refused to 
acknowledge, being put out of liis house, a more serious incident occurred, 
and gave occasion to the Dritish consul to make energetic remonstrance, 
in consequence of a dispute between a raya subject of the Sultan and an 
Ionian, the former having borne his complaint to the Pacha, Abdallah 
ordered the Ionian to be seized, and a thousand lashes to be administered 
to him. The British consul, on being acquainted with the fresh sample 
of the Pacha's barbarous conduct, interrupted all diplomatic relations 
with him. Sir Stratford Canning received a detailed revort of the affair, 
and on Sunday last he sent au energetic note to the Divan to ask full 
satisfaction. It is rumoured that the British minister requires tne Pacha's 
dismissal; but Abdallah Pacha is patronised by Riza Pacha, as well as by 
the Minister of Finance. Desides, he is almost indevendent in his pro- 
vince; therefore the settlement of this affair is looked upon as very 
difticult. 

We understand that the Austrian statesmen who were to express their 
opinion concerning the accession of Bohemia to the Zollverein, have de- 
cided against this step. 


Paris, Tuesday. 


Yesterday the King, Queen, and royal family came from St. Cloud to 
the Palace of the Tuileries, where they have taken up their residence for 
the winter. Many improvements and re-decoratious, on a magnificent 
scale, have been made during the recess, in that ancient abode of royalty. 
Itis understood to be the intention of their Majesties to give a series of 
splendid tétes in the course of the season; and the Duc de Nemours will 
give, in his own apartments, several balls of surpassing magnificence. As 
the court, then, will be so gay, the season will no doubt be unusually 
brilliant, for the example of the court is always followed by the aristo- 
cracy, and those who claim to belong to it. 

During the week almost all the newspapers have energetically de- 
nounced the present police system of Paris as insufficient to afford any- 
thing like due protection tothe inhabitants, or to property. Stung by their 
reproaches, the Prefect of Police has ordered that the nümber of patrols 
during the night shall be doubled. This is something, certamly, but it is 
nothing like enough. The Parisians ought to insist upon having thesame 
system that exists in London brought into operation ; that is, having po- 
licemen constantly in the streets, and prepared to render assistance on the 
slightest alarm. ‘The Parisian authorities do not, however, yet appear to 
comprehend, that to prevent crime is a far better thing than to bring to 
justice the men who perpetrate it, 

The Duc d'Aumale and his young bride have arrived at Marseilles on 
their way to Paris. They were most heartiyy welcomed by the author- 
ities and inhabitants of that town. Other places through which they will 
pass are preparing fétes and rejoicings in their honour. At Fontainebleau 
their arrival is to be celébrated with much pomp and parade, though it has 
been said that the King and Queen will not be present, on account of the 
painful recollections it would excite of the marriage of the Duc d'Orleans, 
whose loss they have never ceased to deplore. CHATTERBOX.

FATAL ACCIDENT.—DUBLIN, Dec. 8.—About 4 ‘o'clock P.M. on Friday 
se’nnight, Surgeon Stephens, while riding home from the Phoenix Park, 
was thrown from his horse on Ellis’s quay, and received a severe wound 
on the head, from the effects of which. he died during the night. Mr. 
Stephens was a young gentleman of great promise in his profession ; and 
what has rendered the event peculiariy distressing to his connexions, he 
had just arriveu in town from th» county of Cork on a visit to his family. 
After the fatal accident he was carried to the house of his father in Lower 
Gardiner Street, where he breathed his last.

‘The “ Tipperary Constitution” states that the Conservatives 
have determined to contest the representation; but they could not polla 
fourth of the registered constituency, and, therefore, have not the least 
chance of success. 


PROVINCIAL. 

Brecon. — DREADFUL MURDER. — In this country there are many men 
who obtain their livelihood by purchasing butter, and other provisions, in 
Cardigan and Carmarthenshire, and taking them to the iron districts for 
sale; and they are often compelled to travel at very late hours of night, 
to avoid the payment of back tolls, which in this neighbourhood are enor- 
mously heavy, it being 9d. for a single horse and cart. The poor victim 
was one of these men. He had sold his butter, and was retnrning to Car- 
diganshire. Heleft this town about eight o'clock on Friday evening; he 
was in one cart, and his son, a lad about thirteen years of age, was driving 
another. It appears from the statement of the lad, that, about two miles 
from this town, they overtook a man, who asked his father what he would 
take him to Lampeter for, and they agreed as to the price. When abcut 
half way to "T'ricastle the man, himself, and his father got out and walked a 
little way. The man asked if they were near Tricastle, and his father said 
they were but little more than half way (the distance is more than 
twelve miles). He then paid his father what he had agreed to pay for 
taking him, and advised the boy to get into the front cart, and let him 
cover him over with some straw and tarpaulin, which he did, and he went 
tosleep. "The horses went on until they came toa turnpike gate, about a 
quarter ofa mile from Tricastle. The boy might have been here some 
little time asleep, when a man with a waggon came up in the opposite 
direction, and woke up the gate-keeper. This awoke the boy, who imme- 
diately inquired for his father, but he was not to be found. The poor boy 
was much distressed, and the toll-gate keeper took him to an inn in the 
village. It was now about twelve o'clock. Ina very short time the wag- 
goner returned, riding one of his horses, saying he had found the man 
aboutfa mile on, lying by the side of the road murdered. Assistance was 
given, and the body was brought in. At that time he was quite warm. 
His death was occasioned by a pistol shot, which passed through his hat, 
and entered his head just over the right ear. Death must have been in- 
Stantaneous. There is not the slightest mark of any struggle. It is to be 
hoped that the stranger is known, though he is not yet apprehended ; and 
a person answering his description bought a pair of pistols of a tradesman 
in this town a few days since. Itis supposed the deceased had about 707. 
with him, the proceeds of his two loads of butter, but there was not a 
farthing in his pockets when he was found. I should add that the boy 
Saw the same man in Brecon in the afternoon, and he then asked what 
time his father would leave for Tricastle. lle told him about eight 
o'clock. 

LiNLITHGOW.— Tig PALACE —It wlll be gratifying to learn that the an- 
cient and Royal palace of Linlithgow has lately undergone extensive re- 
pairs, under the sanction and at the expense of the Government. This 
venerable building forms one of the noblest piles of ancient architecture 
in Scotland, and, with the sweet and placid loch reposing amidst the 
graceful undulations of the neighbouring landscape, forms altogether an 
object of much beauty and interest. Some encroachments having been 
made on the boundaries of the loch bylsome of the small proprietors whose 
lands come down to the water's edge, Mr. Donald Horne, from the office 
of her Majesty's Works, inspected tne locality a tew days ago, and we un- 
derstand has fully confirmed the ancient right of the public to free access 
round the loch. 

NEWCASTLE.—FATAL RAILWAY Accipent.—A fatal accident occurred 
on Saturday morning last on the line of the Newcastle and Carlisle Rail- 
way, near Ryton station, about 7 miles from Newcastle. As the luggage- 
train, which left Newcastle at half-past 6 o'clock for Carlisle, was pro- 
ceeding at the usual rate, it ran into a cow which was strayingon the iine, 
and the force of the concussion was so great as to throw the engine and 
tender over a low embankment, the engine falling on its side, and tlie 
tender being crushed up beside it. The stoker was fortunate enough to 
jump off just before the collision took place, and escaped with only a few 
slight bruises. The engineer did not jump off, and he was crushed to 
death between the engine and the tender. Had the accident occurred 20 
yards further along the line, where the railway runs close to the river 
Tyne, the whole train would have gone into the water. The trucks suf- 
fered no injury, and but little displacement, and another engine having 
been brought, they were forwarded totheir destination, and the subsequent 
trains experienced no delay. The engineer's name was l'homas Graham 7 
he was a steady experienced driver, but the morning was very dark, and 
the animal was not discovered until the engine was close upon it, too late 
to prevent the accident. 

PrRnTH.—RaPID ThRAVELLING.—Last week a gentleman left London at 
10 o'clock forenoon, and was in Perth the next day at 4 o'clock afternoon. 
He left by the Birmingham train, went on to Fleetwood on the coast of 
Lancashire, where steamers to Ardrossan, in Ayrshire, wait the arrival of 
the train, and sail about 8 o'clock the same evening. He reached Ardros- 
san early next morning, left by the first Glasgow train, and was in time for 
the morning coach to Perth ; thus anticipating the mail by five hours. 

Bricuton.—A PRIZE Fon THE FrsnMoNGERS.—mmerse quantities of 
cod-fish,have been caught off this town, about a mile or two out, during 
the present week. They have been sold remarkably cheap, a fine fish, of 
upwards of 20lb., fetching only from Is. 6d. to 2s. Large numbers, weigh- 
ing 16lb., have been sold at 1s. each.

Tue REFUGE ron rug DestituTe.—On Saturday night last, in pur- 
suance of a resolution of the committee of the Society for the Refuge of 
the Destitute, which met the same day at their oflice in Threadneedle 
Street, in consequence of the extreme severity of the weather, the Asylum 
in Playhouse Yard, Whitecross Street, which is capable of containing 500 
or 600 persons, was for the first time this sea-on opened for the reception 
of houseless poor, males, females, and children. ‘(here were 197 names 
entered in the boo&, beiug a much larger number than was ever admitted 
on a first night, the most of whom appeared in a melancholy state of desti- 
tution. ‘ 

Lare Hours or Business.—On Tuesday evening a public meeting was 
held at the Mechanics’ Institution, Chancery Lane, in support of the re- 
cent movement amongst the shopmen ot London for an abridgment of 
the hours of business. The meeting was numerously and respectably at- 
t nded, and amongst those on the platform were Joseph Payne, Esq., 
Ambrose Moore, Esq., the Rev. J. Cumming, the Rev. A. S. Thelwall, 
&c. Ambrose Moore, Esq. took the chair, and said that the object the 
meeting had in view was not to diminish the amount of business nor the 
profit of the employer, but that business should be conducted upon rea- 
sonable principles and within reasonable hours. No disadvantages could 
possibly arise trom the universal adoption of the principle now so widely 
known as the **early-hour system," which would give the subordinates 
some little opportunity of attending to their literary or domestic affairs. 
The means they followed for the accomplishment of their laudable pur- 
poses were peaceable and conciliatory, and, he had no duubt, would soon 
be generaliy adopted. Joseph Payne, Esq. said it had been found, from 
the evidence of employers, magistrates, medical men, and ministers, 
that in a commercial, legal, physical, and moral point of view, the late- 
hour system was full of evil, and ought to be abolished. He could him- 
self bear testimony to the disadvantages arising from excessive application 
to business, having been a sufferer under it. He alluded to the evening 
sittings at tne Central Criminal Court, which he was happy to say were, 
from the disapprobation so repeatedly expressed of them, about to be 
abolished. Heconcluded by moving a resolution to the effect —'* That 
the meeting was of opinion that the shops and warehouses in the inetro- 
polis should be closed at an early hour in the evening." The Rev. A. S. 
Thelwall next addressed the meetiug; and the resolution, tog-ther with 
several motions to the same purport, were carried unanimously. Thanks 
were then voted to the chairman, and the meeting separated.

FATAL ACCIDENT ON THE DOVER RAILWAY. 


On Wednesday morning, about one o'clock, a fatal accident occurred 
on the Dover Railway, near the Brickl yers’ Arms station. Old Kent 
Road, by which Thomas Buckley, an engine-driver, was killed on the 
spot, and. William Wilkinson, the stoker, received such extensive in- 
juries that his recovery is uiterly impossible. Several other persons 
were also severely injured, and conveyed to Guy's Hospital. It appears 
that the Dover pee: train arrived at the station in the Old Kent 
Road, and on starting again the engine expioded, and immediately after- 
wards ran off the viaduct into the fieid adjoining (a depth of 25 feet) wich 
a most horrible crash. Several persons connected with the railway ran 
to the spot, when a most heart-rending sight presented itselt to those who 
went tothe rescue. The engine and tender were completely smashed to 
pieces ; Buckley was lying quite dead several yards from the mutilated 
parts of the engine and tender ; and Wilkinson, the stoker, was near him 
in an insensible and bleeding state from a severe fracture oi the skull—he 
was also dreadfully scalded over the whoie of his person. Buckley was 
conveyed to a shed in tne neighbourhood, as life was perfectly extinct. 
Wilkinson was removed with a man named Cook, a plate-layer engaged 
in the same line, t» the accident ward of Guy's Hospital.

The Grand 
Junction with the Derby line, the London and Birmingham, 
and the Gloucester Railways, centering at the general “ ter- 
minus in Curzon Street, near to Duddeston Row, where there 
is erected a splendid “ station,” which establishment occupies 
several acres of ground. ‘The repository for heavy goods is an 
extensive area excavated out of the new sand rock; on the 
right is the elegant facade, adorned with four magnificent Ionic 
columns. The building of which this is the front contains the 
board room of the directors, &c. and a saloon; to the left is 
the range of booking-offices. The iron shedding of the “ de- 
parture parade" covers a space 917 feet long and 113 wide. 
There is an excellent hotel, theQueen's Hotel, adjoining, and a 
teeming attendance of omnibuses, cars, porters, &c. for the 
convenience of curious or commercial travéllers. ‘That very 
curious creature, “a Guide to Birmingham," may be met 
with at the front of the hotel from sunrise to sunset, ‘with 
* Conduct any gennelmun to aty. part uv'tlie town, gen- 
nelmun!” and it is a question whether any person, valuing 
his respectability, would choose to sport it iu companionship 
with the seedy nondescript who solicits your patronage. 
The whole line of the Birmingham and London Railway 
was thrown open to the public use on the 17th of Sep- 
tember, 1838. By coach and omnibus conveyance, the town 
communicates freely with places near and distant in all 
parts of the United Kingdom. There is an everlasting 
and attractive current of wheels to Walsal, Wedgebury, Bils- 
ton, Wolverhampton, Dudley, Hales-Owen, Warwick, Co- 
ventry, and Stratford. Wherever there is a town with a shop 
in it for the sale of bread and cheese knives, warming-pans, 
skates, and ** hedge-popping instruments," there, at one time of 
thc year or another, you may introduce yourself to a Brum- 
magem traveller, absorbed in the contemplative '* coin medi- 
tation,” designated in his homelier vocabulary as “ looking after 
the buttons or dibs.” The trade of the town is promoted by 
numerous canals: the Birmingham, to Smethwick, Old- 
bury, Tipton, Bilston, Wolverhampton, &c. to join the Staf- 
fordshire and Worcestershire at Autherley, communicating 
collaterally with Wednesbury in the mining district. The 
Birmingham and Fazely travels twenty miles distant in the 
Tamworth direction, and has a collateral branch to Walsal. 
'The Worcester Canal joins the Stratford-on- Avon Canal at 
King's Norton, passing thence: east of Droitwich and Broms- 
grove, till it joins the Severn below. Worcester. There are also 
the Birmingham and Warwick Canals and the Birmingham 
and Liverpool Grand Junction, the latter opening a line of 
union between Chester, Liverpool, North Wales, the mining 
districts of Shropshire and Stafiordshire, Shrewsbury, and Wol- 
verhampton. There are numerous carriers who, with ponderous 
waggons and effective teams, convey merchandise to the trading 
places inthe vicinity. A few score years since such were the 
only means of communication, save the perilous traffic of the 
jack-boot and pack saddle, between Birmingham and its foreign 
dependencies. But, alas! highway robbery was then the fag- 
end of old knight-errantry ! : 


A GENERAL AND A SOCIAL VIEW OF BIRMINGHAM. 


On the 31st of October, 2d of Victoria, the town was incor- 
porated by royal charter under the style of * The mayor, alder- 
men, and burgesses of the town of Birmingham, in the county 
of Warwick." The municipal government is vested in the 
mayor, sixteen aldermen, forty-eight councillors; and the 
borough is divided into thirteen wards, four of which have six 
councillors each, and the rest only three councillors. A court- 
leet is held annually for appointing high and low bailiffs, con- 
stables, ale and meat conners, &c! “The constables are sus- 
pended in the exercise of authorit by the recent “ Police Act." 
In the mayor's court is * recovery of debts" under 20/., and 
borough sessions are held every six weeks before a recorder, 
When elective franchise was conferred by the Reform Bill, 
the first representatives elected were Thomas Attwood and 
Joshua Scolefield, Esq. Frederick Muntz and Spooner are 
the existing members of Parliament. ‘The mayor is the re- 
turning officer. The borough contains 7,000 qualifying tene- 
ments, and there is a Libera] majority. The town is well 
lighted with gas; cleanliness and good order, with few excep- 
tions, prevail. The town authorities legislate boldly fur the 


removal of evident public nuisances.* — In'consequence of the 
inefficiency of the constabulary force during the recent Chartist 
riotings, when much villany and conflagration occurred, the 
town was provided with a band of the New Police, an active and 
intelligent body of men, from the director to the private. Their 
barracks and offices are well appointed, ina building under the 
Waterloo Rooms on Bennett's Hill. The force consists of 300 
men, 21 sergeants, and 11 officers. Crime has much diminished or 
disappeared since this excellent provision. Birmingham is no 
longer a den of forgers, of burglars, and of the spawn of light- 
fingered operators in “fancy work.” There are still prostitu- 
tion (the scab of the surface), theft, and many feminine 
receivers of stolen goods, and there are numbers of carelessly 
attired fellows, who generalise their industrious whimsicalities 
and eccentric impositions under the envelope of “the Dodge,” 
or the ** Grand Cadge!” Where the sun falls upon cultivated 
ground, fruits and flowers respond to the fervent blessing from 
above; but where the filth of the neglected morass absorbs the 
similar beam of impregnation, “the clustering marsh mosses 
spread,” and reptiles undulate in the repulsive compost. The 
mind of Birmingham is especially ingenious, and invincible to 
the frown of difficulty; but, alas! where ignorance, and po- 
verty, and hereditary vile counsel have darkened the ray of 
natural inspiration, rascality has revelled as outrageously in the 
descendant, as intellect has derived a true glory in the cultivated 
ascendant, of the scale. ` I have no hesitation in saying that a 
real “ Brummagem” man, arising from small beginnings to a 
high position in society, is less frequently than elsewhere an 
ignorant man, an unmerciful man, or a bad Christian. From 
the 21st of November, 1838, to the 28th of November, 1839, 
there were taken into custody by the old police, 2752, of whom 
1666 were discharged by the magistrates, 651 were summarily 
convicted, and 435 were committed for trial. 

‘There were taken into custody by the present police force, 
from 20th of November, 1839, to 31st of December, 1841, 
12,325; of these 7726 were discharged, 3298 convicted, 1301 
committed for trial, 1036 convicted and sentenced, 184 ac- 
quitted, 47 “no bill,” 34 standing over for trial. On glancing 
over the “Criminal Returns" furnished me at the station, 
Waterloo Street, I find, in 1841, the amount of property taken 
from drunkards, and returned to them when sober by the 
police, 572/. 19s. 3id., and the same document establishes a 
woful balance between positive ignorance and crime. The 
laity will do much; but let not the shepherds of the numerous 
gilded sheepfolds of this “ church-abundant-soil” rest upon 
their crooks in the sunshine of the day. Let us trace the inky 
stream of poverty’s fountain through the contrasted beauty of 
its retreating margin. We will first bless with our pilgrim 
staff the declivities of Pinfold Street; onward it wends through 
Dudley Street and its Inkleys, Green’s Village, and the pur- 
lieus, ease Lane, the “ back slums” of Edgbaston Street, and 
St. Martin’s Lane Park, St. Allison Street, Shut Lane, and 
the skirts of Moor Street; then Thomas Street, Lichfield 
Street, the vicinity of London ’Prentice Street, and Slaney 
Street. Commissioner Austin deserves a month’s holiday ‘in 
this holy land, and his good heart upon the tip of his graphic 
pen would do much to propel the schoolmaster, now fearful of 
the garret and the loathsome refectory of Hibernian starvation, 
unto a cheerful missionary undertaking. That Birmingham 
is cleanly in its habits, no one can deny: as an officer of the 
board of health,” whilst cholera raged awfully around it, 
I can speak with fidelity to such good character; but we shall 
complain of dirt, nevertheless, and of the visages of its hum- 
bler children, until the stagnant nuisances of the Rea are 
merely legendary, and until the * huckster's shop debtors” have 
been lectured to lay out their tear bedewed shilling to greater 
advantage.t The professional men of Birmingham cluster 
around St. Philip’s churchyard, in the Old Square, New Street, 
New Hall Street, Paradise Street, and Waterloo Street. Most 
of the tradesmen dwell in the town, many in villas and cemented 
habitations in the Bristol Road, Edgbaston, Handsworth, Ashted, 
Bordesley, and Highgate. The gentry are sprinkled far and 
wide ten miles around. The old « Baskerville House,” formerly 
tenanted by Baskerville previous to the ‘riots of 1791, is now. a 
manufactory. lle was an eccentric genius, a man of many 
trades, and excellent in all of them.  * The Bibles and clas- 
sics” which bear his name as the printer, are sought after and 
admired through Europe. He was a free-thinker, and when 
he died he scorned that his corpse should be honoured with re- 
ligious observance, and he directed it by his will to be hermeti- 
cally sealed in a metal case, and interred upright in the garden 
of his residence. A prophecy prevailed that he would rise 
after a certain number of years. Some time ago the body 
by chance was disturbed, and lay with its envelope at Marston's, 
the glazier’s, in Monmouth Street, several days for the inspec- 
tion of visitors. It was a mummy of stained rags and odious 
adiopocire. There are the residences of Watt, Aston Hall; 
Birch, Nettleford Abbey; Scott, Barr Hall; Gough, Perry 
Barr; Price, of Harborne; Simcox, Harborne; Jagger, New 
Hall; Mole, Poplars, near Sparkbrook; Chance, of the Heath ; 
Attwood, of Edgbaston ; Moillet, Selly Hatl; Gibbons, Edgbas- 
ton; Eyre Lee, Warston Lane ; Scholefield, Edgbaston ; Sharp, 
Erdington; Muntz, Hockley Abbey; Hardman, Handsworth ; 
Bolton, Handsworth ; Dr. AEDA Edgbaston Hall ; Taylor, 
Mosely Hall; Beale, ** Larches,” Highgate; Lloyds, of Bingley; 
Lloyds, of Sparkbrook, &c. ; Turner, Heath Green ; Spooners, 
of Elmdon.t The gentry of Birmingham are great patrons of 
horticulture, and they share,‘ with their townsmen generally, 
an admiration of musical performances. Their subscription 
concerts at the Royal Hotel are provided with first-rate 
talent, and insure the attendance of a refined audience. The 
wealthy classes display a good example of morality, sobriety, 
justice, and liberality. Indeed, one pleasing thought over- 
comes all other sentiment, in contemplating the character of 
the people — it is the good, broad, sincere principle of relivious 
toleration. ‘The Dissenters are numerous and devout; the 
Catholics are many and diligent; the Unitarians, in their 
multitude, display a worthy zeal for becoming the very *school- 
masters" of theirtown; the Jews here form an honest commu- 
nity, and cordially uphold their poorer brethren ; the Quakers 
(we blush to use the name, but it is familiar) are ever in the 
** board-room" for the relief of suffering, or upon the ** hust- 
ings " to hold the wide, unvarnished shield of right between a 
prostrate people and the taskmaster of tyranny. And these are 
men of different creeds, but ever kindly to each other. They 
ask not, ** Are you a Catholic?” or averse “to tithe?” or a Non- 
conformist?” but thus: “Are you honest 2" ** Are you a good

ART IN BIRMINGHAM. 


The first appearance of artistic excellence in Birmingham 
was in the works of Moses Haughton, Daniel Bond, and James 
Millar. The first of these, Haughton, painted miniature por- 
traits in oil and in water colours. He chiefly excelled in game, 
fish (shell-fish particularly); and many of his pictures of that 
description are to be met with in the neighbourhood. He also 
designed and painted a iegetical subjects in a superior style; 
and it is recorded that Sir Joshua Reynolds considered his ex- 
ecution superior to most others in firmness, clearness, and du- 
rability. ‘The remaining works prove the correctness of the 
opinion, and they are valued accordingly. Daniel Bond was 
a landscape painter of much notoriety, and although his time 
was spent for the most part in decorating “papier maché,” he 
obtained the first prize at one of the national institutions for 
the encouragement and promotion of arts. Since his time 
nothing has appeared of equal excellence on manufactured ar- 
ticles of that description. Many of his pictures are in the pos- 
session of the family of the late Mr. Guest, of Birmingham. 
Miller was the first portrait painter of his day in the neigh- 
bourhood. He sometimes attempted history. * Christ preach- 
ing to the Multitude” and “St. Peter in Prison" were ad- 


mirable for their good drawing and for colour and effect. | 


These three painters died about the beginning of the present 
century. As a teacher of art, at that period, the most eminent 
was the late J. V. Barber, a well educated and highly talented 
artist, who died in the year 1811. In 1812 the first Academy 
of Arts was established in Birmingham. The members of the 
institute were Messrs. Roberts, Charles and J. V. Barber, 
Matthew Haughton (son of the above), W. Radclyffe, Samuel 
Lines, J. Gunby, Tomes, and Litton. .They were afterwards 
joined by Messrs. Green, Garner, the two Mills, « Wyon,”* and 
others as associates, ‘Their first exhibition was held in 1814, in 
a room over the Engine House, Union Passage, Birmingham, 
preceded by an address, showing the objects of the society, and 
accompanied by a list of honorary members, viz. B. West, 
P.R.A., Phillips, R. A., J. M.

The procession, which started precisely at one o'clock, moved over 
Blackheath Hill, through Deptford, New Cross, Peckham, Camberwell, 
Camberwell New Road, ‘Kennington Oval, over Vauxhall Bridge, up 
Grosvenor Place, through Hyde Park, and along the Edgeware Road to 
the Paddington terminus of the Great Western Railway, which was 
reached at five o'clock p.m. The hearse was then transferred to a truck, 
and, with the mourning coaches, conveyed by special train to Slough. The 
journey was performed with great rapidity, except that the speed was 
slackened between Ealing and Hanwell, where the down trains have to 
pass on the up line, on account of repairs to the down line. At the Slough 
station a considerable crowd had collected. A detachment of the Royal 
Horse Guards (Blue), under the command of Captain Corbet, were drawn 
up in line opposite the down station, each man bearing a flambeau. A 
company of the 2d battalion of the Scots Fusileer Guards, commanded by 
Captain Hamilton, were stationed near the spot at which the hearse was 
to be transferred from the train on the premises of the company. 

The special train arrived at the station at twenty minutes before seven 
o'clock. The hearse, containing the remains of her late Royal Highness, 
upon leaving the train, and being drawn upon the platform of the station, 
was received by the Guard of Honour of the Scots Fusileer Guards, which 
presented and reversed arms. The remainder of the carriages were then 
taken from the train. This transfer occupied nearly three quarters of an 
hour. The procession left the station on the way to Windsor at half-past 
seven in the following order: —

The road from Slough to Windsor was kept by a body ofcavalry. The 

men were stationed at a distance of thirty paces from each other, and each 
man carried a flambeau. , The effect of this along the road was very beau- 
tiful. The same may be said of the reception of the hearse at Slough. 
On the arrival of the procession at Windsor Castle the body of cavalry 
which had escorted it trom Slough filed off. The inhabitants of Windsor 
and Eton closed their shops on the occasion, and there was a considerable 
assemblage of persons in the streets as the procession passed through. At 
St. George’s Chapel preparations had been made for the reception of the 
body and the performance of the ceremony of the funeral. Outside 
Henry VIII.’s Gateway there was a barrier erected across the carriage- 
way to prevent any pressure by the spectators. Inside the gateway a body 
of the 2d battalion of the Scotch Fusileer Guards, holding flambeaux, were 
formed in line on either side of the way, up to the entrance gate of the 
south aisle. Outside this entrance gate a temporary porch was raised, 
covered with black cloth, and the floor was also laid with black. Within 
the gate, along the south aisle, and along the nave to the entrance of the 
choir, the floor was also laid with black cloth. On either side of the nave 
was a row of wax lights. There were nearly 200 tapers fixed in cande- 
labra, which were raised upon pedestals. Along the north aisle was 
raised a platform covered with black cloth, affording accommodation for 
upwards of 600 spectators, who were admitted by tickets from the Lord: 
Chamberlain. Within the choir the floor and the fronts of the pews 
were laid with black cloth. The Sovereign’s closet, the pulpit and read- 
ing-desk, and the stalls of the Knights of the Garter, were also hung with 
black cloth. The whole floor of both the nave and choir consisted of a 
raised platform of wood over the stone floor ; thus much,of the cold usually 
experienced on such occasions was avoided. As the funeral procession 
passed under Henry VIII.'s Gateway towards the entrance to the chapel 
the band of the Fusileer Guards played the ** Dead March." Atthe en- 
trance to the chapel, in the south aisle, the Dean of Windsor and the 
canons received the body, attended by the choir. The procession was 
here again formed, and passed down the south aisle and up the nave into 
the choir in the following order :—

Prince, at the south side of the choir, wearing his insignia of the Garter. 
Sir Edward Bowater was next the Marquis of Exeter, and the Earl of 
Hardwicke and Colonel B. Drummond stood at a short distance to his 
right. On the north side were the officers of the Guards and some other 
gentlemen who took part in the ceremony. The rest of those who had 
formed the procession through the nave stood on the floor in the body of 
the choir. The burial service was performed by the Dean of Windsor, 
Dr. Hobart. On the entrance of the corpse into the church the choir 
sang, “ I am the resurrection and the life," the burial service as com- 
posed by Dr. Croft and Purcell. The psalms were chanted to Purcell's 
single chant in G minor. The dean then read the lesson, and after the 
lesson the first anthem was sung, quartett, ** When the ear heard her," 
with the chorus, “ She delivered the poor that cried,” by Handel. During 
this portion of the service the coffin had remained where it was first de- 
posited, near the centre of the choir. It was now brought down to the 
grave, near the Sovereign's stall, and the pall and coronet having been re- 
moved, it was lowered. While it was being brought down towards the 
Brave the choir sang, ** Man that is born of a woman," by Croft,-with the 
verse by Purcell, ** Thou knowest, Lord, the secrets of our hearts." The 
dean, who now stood over the grave, then read the prayer, “ For as much 
às it has pleased Almighty God." After which the choir sang, ** I heard a 
voice from Heaven." ‘Then the dean read the Lord's Prayer and the 
prayer, * Almighty God, with whom do live." After which the choir 
sang the second anthem, ** Her body is buried in peace, but her name liveth 
evermore."— Handel. Theceremony concluded with the final prayers. The

TAXATION AND CURRENCY. 

What will Sir Robert Peel do on the meeting of Parliament 
with reference to taxation? This js a question. universally 
asked. ‘The economists, free traders, and utilitarians are ex- 
pecting that he will commit himself still further to a relaxation 
of import duties ; and the cotton lords are already on the alert 
to relieve themselves of the entire duty on the raw material of 
their fabrics. The farmers are taking a most decided course 
for procuring an abolition of the malt duty. : 

"The Minister, in explaining his recent Bank Charter Bill, 
having declared that his intention was to prevent prices in this 
country rising beyond what they would do in gold, has most 
effectually accomplished his end by a gold ST EET paper, 
as the circulating medium of England. He has brought 
down wheat to 46s. per quarter, 10s, less than was promised to 
be maintained in 1842; and all other commodities inevitably 
follow the price of wheat. How much lower the markets are 
to go down will scon appear, They are, however, quite low 
enough to lead the several classes of producers to consider 
which form of indirect taxation presses most upon them; and 
the pressure from without, by the commencement of the par- 
liamentary session, will require a more robust defence than the 
experience of former example can ]ead us to expect. 

Sir Robert Peel will have to choose between the horns of a 
dilemma into wbich the Bank Charter Bill has brought the 
nation. He will have to abandon taxation on customs and ex- 
cise. The malt tax (some five millions); the cotton duty ; the 
sugar duties; the duty ontea; that on soap; the life and fire in- 
surance duties; the assessed taxes, each in their turn will present 
their claims for priority in remission, ‘These are surely enough 
to haunt the mind of the Chancellor of the Exchequer ; but 
these do not constitute the whole of the difficulty. The act under 
which the property and income taxes were imposed expires 
this year, and if attempted to be continued or increased, will, 
it may be imagined, draw forth unmeasured reproaches, not 
only from those who pay it, but from the ever watchful Oppo- 
sition benches, whose only remedy for all financial difficulties 
is to have a low fixed duty on corn, and an abandonment of 
the protection afforded to our West India colonies in regard to 
sugar. 

‘There seems to be no end to difficulties on the score of tax- 
ation, and not the most distant prospect of the substitution of 
direct for indirect taxation. A return nationally to a symbolic 
and just currency is the only way out of the difficulty. 1f this 
horn of the dilemma be accepted by the Government, there is 
no fear of righting the country and satisfying all classes in a 
few weeks after the meeting of Parliament. ‘The conversion 
of the present amount of issues of the Bank of England into 
exchequer notes receivable for taxation, rendered a legai 
tender money, and convertible into gold at its market price in 
such money, would solve the problem at once. . 

Government ought to be the only producer ofthe legal as dis- 
tinguished „from the commercial money of 2 country. ‘The 
change hererecommended would be a change to a far more safe 
circulating medium ; for, be it borne in mind, fourteen millions 
of the present Bank of England issues are founded on exche- 
quer bills, for which Government pay interest annually and re- 
ceive back the notes of the Kank of England, which cost them 
nothing, or next to nothing. By the arrangement proposed, 
the nation would be saved a million annually; all the pro- 
ducing power of the country would be set free; wages of labour 
would rise to a just level; peaceand contentment would uni- 
versally reign; and England would be herself again.

DEFEAT OF THE DOCTORS. 
[FROM A connEsPoNDENT.] 

It will be in the recollection of our readers, that we have for 
some time been asserting the game of the Doctors to be up, and 
in evidence cited the fact, that the public had got sick of them 
and their absurdities. ‘This was a fact which we derived not 
only from personal knowledge — not only from a belief in the 
good sense of this our “enlightened age,” but also from the 
public confessions of Doctors themselves. A fresh proof has 
just been affcrded us, and this (so clear is the matter) we 
should not care greatly to dwell'on in this place, but that it 
illustrates, in a very striking manner, the tactics of the Doctors, 
and shows not only their weakness and absurdity, but also their 
cruel and malignant jealousies, 

Mary Harris, a resident at Wetn, in Shropshire, suffered, or 
believed herself to be suffering, from a cancer in the breast. 
She was treated for it during two ycars by two. doctors, and 
under their hands got no better, She then went to Birken- 
head, where dwelt one Mr. Edwin James Port, a chemist, who 
had the reputation of curing this disease withcut resorting to 
the murderous knife. Mrs. Harris placed herself under Mr. 
Port’s care. He attended her for about twelve days, after 
which she died, and was buried at Aston, near Wem. Two 
days elapsed, and two cunning leeches— regularly licensed and 
properly certificated — at Birkenhead, bethought them that as 
Mrs. Harris had died, and died after she had been treated by 
Mr. Port, it might be inferred Mr, Port had killed her, and 
that à sentence against him of manslaughter might check him 
in a career profitable, possibly, to himself, but which tended to 
make licensed and certificated men “poor indeed." It was 
very true that an inquest had been already held upon the 
woman, and the verdict affirmed her death to have been due to 
natural causes ; but the Doctors would not give up the matter. 
'They caused the body to be exhumed two days after interment, 
and another inquest held, the sapient jurymen at which re- 
turned a verdict of * Manslaughter " against Mr. Port. Upon 
this charge was he tried. E 

On the trial, Dr. Zachariah Barnes Vaughan, a physician and 
surgeon, who honours the good and rising town of Birkenhead 
by prosecuting his trade amongst its inhabitants, and thanks to 
whose interference the second inquest on Mrs. Harris was held, 
gave his evidence. He had examined the body after its ex- 
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humation. He deposed that he had discovered internal inflam- 
mation, and on the right breast a slough. He discovered arsenic 
in the body, which, in his mind, accounted for the inflamma- 
tion that produced the death of the party. He did not think 
she had suffered from a cancerous affection at all, and esteemed 
it improper to apply corrosive substances to such an ailment. 
On cross-examination, he admitted that Mr. Hill, an eminent 
practitioner, had in such cases recommended the use of arsenic; 
and a passage was read from ‘ Cooper's Surgical Dictionary"— 
a great authority amongst Doctors — in which arsenic was re- 
commended as a curative agent in cases of cancer, He added, 
with singular candour — 

I have not always‘been successful in my treatment of diseases. Medie 
cines I have prescribed may have been injurious. The application of a re- 


medy is safe in proportion to the number of cases in which it has suc- 


ceeded. Medicines once deemed quackeries are now used in the profes- 
sion. 


Dr. Brett, of Liverpool, deposed that the quantity of arsenic 
received was “ decidedly less than a quarter of a grain,” but he 
could not “ give an opinion, as to whether the arsenic was 
administered rashly and indiscreetly.” 

The counsel for the prisoner made an able defence, the gist 
of which, apart from a legal objection he took, was, that the 
failure of a remedy in one case by no means proved the general 
inadequacy, still less the positive impropriety, of the remedy. 
He argued that those acknowledged to be most skilful practi- 
tioners occasionally lost patients, and concluded by calling 
twelve persons, who deposed to the benefits they had received 
from Mr. Port’s treatment. 


Mr. Baron Gurney summed up in a style that must have 
been most satisfactory to the Doctors, but appeared to have 
been by no means satisfactory to the jury, who, after a con- 
ference of about ten minutes, returned a verdict of ** Not 
guilty." One general burst of applause rang through the 
court; the enthusiasm of the spectators was unbounded ; every 
man rejoiced at the defeat of an attempt to rivet still closer the 
chains of medical tyranny, and to deprive still more effectually 
the people of this country of their right of following their own 


judgments in determining to whom they should apply for the 
remedy of their physical evils. 


We know nothing of Mr. Port, or his mode of cure. If he 
employs poisons as curative agents, we cannot admire his 
wisdom, and have no desire to place ourselves under his care. 
But whoever he is, and whatever he is, he is at least a British 
subject, and fully authorised, in that character, to offer his skill 
to his fellow-countrymen. lf they avail themselves of that 
offer to their injury, the fault is theirs. 


The whole case shows clearly enough, that the Doctors 
are resolved to fight out the battle to the very last — that 
with them there is no folding of the hands to slumber, no 
faultering steps, no quavering ovries. They are determined 
to crush, as best they may, that free spirit of inquiry, which has 
overthrown so many monopoiies, and now menaces that me- 


dical monopoly under whose yoke it has been so long our fate 
to groan. 


'This case of Mrs. Harris is an evidence of their resolute de- 
termination to leave no stone unturned in enabling them to 


keep up that system of juggling and quackery in which they 
have so long rejoiced themselves. 


The consideration of this most important case has occupied 
so much of our space, that we must postpone, until next week, 
the further consideration of the Address of the Apothecaries’ 
Company. We shall however, next Saturday, again invite the 
attention of our readers to that precious effusion of interested 
malevolence and apprehensive vanity; and when our examin- 
ation of its details are exhausted, we propose giving a sketch 
of a Medical Reform, which, though still more averse to the 
views of Doctors than Sir James Graham's Bill, would, we be- 
lieve, if carried into operation, be fruitful of still larger good to 
the vast number of her Majesty's subjects than would that pro- 


posed measure.

FRIGHTFUL AcciDENT.—On Tuesday morning a dreadful aecident oc. 
curred to Mr. Starling, landlord of the ‘Trinity Arms, Swan street, Bo- 
rough. He was riding in a one-horse break along Tiverton Street, New- 
ington Causeway, with the foreman of Mr. Blewitt, of Swan Street, when 
the horse shied at a pig in the middle of the road, and commenced plung- 
ing. Mr. Starling, in a state of excitement, jumped out of the break, and 
fell with his right leg under him on the edge of the kerb.stone, breaking 
his thigh-bone in two places. Being near his own house he was instantly 
conveyed there and placed in bed, and medical assistance procured. Mr. 
Starling is a very heavy man. He wasthrown out of his own gig about 12 
months ago, and received a severe injury on the head.

The unfortunate occurrence on the Dover rai 
most serious attention of the officers and directo 
as well as of the other metropolitan railway officials, several of whom ia- 
spected the spot on Thursday, for the Purpose of collecting information. 
In the examination of the engine by Colonel Pasley and the engineers, 
part of the inner casing round the fire-box was found to have been blown 
away, and the same piece to have been forced through the viaduct into the 
arch beneath, a considerable distance from where the engine laid. Upon 
further search being made by Mr. Cubitt (the engineer of the line), and 
other gentlemen, it was discovered that the safety-value was hard down, 
from which it was inferred that the explosion arose solely from the cir- 
cumstance of the engine-driver having neglected to open it. 'The steam 
then having no means of escape, had caused the casing to collapse, and the 
explosion that followed. ‘he remains of the engine, tender, and waggon, 
with the injury done to the viaduct, is left in the same state as after the 
accident, for the inspection of the coroner and jury. The engine was 
quite new, and had only been shipped on the line a few days since from 
Liverpooi. The inquest was expected to have taken place on Thursda 
but it being doubtful whether the body was lying in Mr. Payne's districc 
or that of Mr. Carter, some time was lost before information was sent to 
the right coroner. The damage done to the viaduct, engine, tender, and 
waggons was roughly estimated at 50007. The young man, Aaron Wil- 
kinson, the stoker of the engine, expired at a late hour on Thursday night 
in Guy's Hospital.

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THE SMITHFIELD-CLUB CATTLE SHOW. 


The annual exhibition of the animals and implements brought rrom all 
parts. of the country to compete for the prizes offered by this truly na- 
tional society commences this day, and will continue throughout the week, 
as heretofore, at the Horse Bazaar, King Street, Portman Square. For 
several days past the influx of cattle to the exhibition has been very great, 
and travellers far and near have encountered on the roads enormous cara. 
vans, beneath which the roads have groaned, and the wheels moved 
heavily, but which, instead of Wombweli and his elephants, have proved 
to be nothing less than John Bull with the animals in which his heart de- 
lights conveying to his annual jubilee, the Smithfield Cattle Show. 
The greater part of Tuesday last was set apart, as usual, for the inspection 
of fat stock by the respective judges, preparatory to making their awards. 
During this period all other persons were rigorously excluded; but after- 
wards, through the courtesy of Mr. T. B. Brandreth Gibbs, the secretary, 
and the committee, we were favoured with a private view, by means of 
which we are enabled to supply those of our readers who may be pre- 
vented from visiting the exhibition, »nd yet are greatly interested in agri- 
culture, and particularly in the breed of cattle, with an early notice of it. 
And truly the spectacle, on entering the exhibition yard, was one of which 
an Englishman may well be proud, and which, even in these fastidious 
times, might reconcile the most fastidious to the somewhat practical taste 
exemplified in the selection of the national soubriquet. On either side, and 
at equal distances, were seen long rows of noble oxen, standing or reclining 
on their scarcely ruffled couches, each having suspended before it the 
class, number, kind, age, and name of the exhibitor of the animal, with 
the amount of prize awarded by the judges, or their opinions respecting 
it. A space at the top of the yard was appropriated to the extra stock, 
and in the rooms over this is the collection of implements. Asthe oxen 
are the first objects in the exhibition which meet the eye of the visitor, so 
we think they will be found of all the stock the best worthy his attention. 
Without being in general so enormously and absurdly fat as we have wit- 
nessed oxen at similar exhibitions, there is scarce an ox exhibited but is 
in most respects of first-rate quality, and most of them are such as have 
never been surpassed in the “points” so much desiderated by the ex- 
perienced cattle breeder. A 

Among those which particularly attracted our attention in Class 1. was 
a bullock (No. 6.) fed by Mr. J. Hudson, and bred by Mr. Longmore, of 
Orlton, near Leominster. To this oxfwas awarded a prize of 151.3 and cer- 
tainly both as to the fat on top and rib, and as to symmetry, it is a com- 
plete and almost perfect animal. No. 11., fed and bred by Mr. F. L. 
Meire, not so fat, but equally thorough bred, and its symmtry exquisite. 
A prize of 107. awarded to this animal. No. 14., an improved short horn, 
fed and bred by Mr. Robert Smith — an animal of enormous weight, yet 
of finer bone than many of the short horns. The judges awarded this 
animal a prize of 207. "The judges also highly, aud we think very de- 
servedly, commended No. 18., fed by Mr. W. Trinder, of Wantage, and 
bred by Mr. W. Hewer—an animal of great depth of carcase, and of a 
breed calculated to benefit the country. In Class 2. we noticed as par- 
ticularly worthy of admiration, among the short horns, No. 22., a splendid 
Durham ox, fed by Mr. J. S. Bull, of Kingston, near Taunton, whose 
enormous carcase seemed stretched out ** many a rood,” and was appa- 
rently too unwieldy to be raised for more particular inspection. Mr. Se- 
nior also exhibited a beautiful Hereford, No. 25. iu this class, bred by 
Mr. J. Nash, and gained by it a prize of 207. In Class 3. a prize of 152. 
was awarded to No.29., a very fine Hereford, fed and bred by the Duke 
of Bedford. Mr. Chamberlain, of Leicester, also exhibited in this class ; 
and in our opinion No.30., though of a different age, was a very firm 
animal, and not much inferior to the former. ‘The Duke of Bedford also 
obtained a prize of 107. for No. 40. in Class 4., an animal the breeding of 
which was particularly good, its symmetry being light, with much flesh, 
and yet without coarseness. In Class 5. we saw a very pretty hreed of 
stock, bred by Mr. Bailey, Stoney Stratford — a three-year-old Héreford, 
which had a prize of 10d. awarded to it. No.58. in this class, also fed and 
bred by Earl Spencer, was a very excellent animal. 

In the preceding classes the following nobiemen and gentlemen were 
also amongst the competitors: — The Earl of Warwick, the Duke of 
Richmond (one of the vice-presidents of tne society), Earl of Radnor, 
Lord Southampton, Rev. C. A. F. Annesley, near Baubury; Mr. S. 
Aston, near Leominster ; Mr. Thomas Bridge, Buttsburg ; Mr. H. Cham- 
berlain, Desford; Mr. R M. Laylor, Thorney Abbey; Mr. Stewart Mar- 
joribanks, Watford; Mr. J. Manning, Harpole; Mr. Archibald Stirling, 
near Dunblane; Mr. C. Stokes, of Kingstone; Mr. W. Thomas, Hol- 
beach; Mr. J. Badcock, near Bridgewater; Sir J. H. Palmer, Bart., near 
Rockingham; Mr. R. Smith, of Salehurst Park; Mr. J. S. Crosland, 
Burbage House, Leicestershire; Mr. Hillyard, near Northampton; Mr. 
T. Walker, of Newbold-on-Avon; Mr. J. W. Bailer, Stoney Stratford ; 
Sir W. Wake, Bart., near Northampton; Mr. W. Collar, of Middle Aston, 
Oxford; Mr. N. F. Hobbs, Kelvedon, Essex; Mr. J. Kinder, Sandbridge 
Bury, near St. Alban's; Mr. F. L. Meire, of Cound Arbor, near Shrews- 
bury; Sir R. G. ''hrogmorton, of Brickland, Berkshire, &c. The num- 
ber of oxen in these classes was 57. 

In classes 6, 7, and 8. were the cows and heifers. 
in class 6. was No. 61., an old Durham heifer, bred and exhibited by Mr. 
H. Brown, of Ashby-de-la- Zouch, which appeared to us to be in sym- 
metry, firmness of flesh, and fineness of felt, one of the finest animals in 
the exhibition. The exhibitor has received a prize of 207. No.64. in this 
class, a very fine short horn, fed and bred by Earl Spencer, also received a 
prize of 107. ; and in class 7., No. 67., also from his lordsh p's stock, but 
fed and bred by Mr. J. Beaseley, received a prize of 207. We should also 
notice as a very fine animal a short horn, No. 69., fed by Mr. Carwarden, 
and bred by Mr. J. Morris, which received a prize of 57.

Barnett, of Stratton Park, Beds.; Mr. G. Cooke, Stanway, Gloucester- 
shire; Mr. W. Firth, Kirkstall, near Leeds ; Mr. J. S. Crosland, Mr. T. 
L. Meire, and Mr, Cuthbert Watson, Ovingdon, near Barnard Castle. 
T'he number of animals exhibited in these classes was 20. 

Among the extra stock, theanimals which appeared to us as particularly 
worthy of notice were a short-horned ox, bred and exhibited by Mr. R. 
Morton, of Peakhall, near Spalding, which gained a silver medal; anda 
gigantic black ox, five years and six months old, of the pure Angus polled 
breed, bred by Mr. Hugh Watson, of Keillor, Forfarshire, and exhibited 
by his Royal Highness Prince Albert. ‘This latter was about sixteen 
hands high, and one of the finest animals of the kind ever exhibited here. 
In addition to many of the gentlemen whose names we have mentioned 
among the exhibitors of extra stock, were Mr. G. Brown, of Avebury, 
near Marlborough; Mr. M. Elliot, of Rancliffe House, Essex ; Mr. Wal- 
lett Goodall, Peterborough ; Mr. William Goodall, Market Deeping ; Mr.

In class 12., for long and short-woolleu cross-bred fat wether sheep, one 
year old, without restrictions as to feeding, the first prize was gained by 
Mr. C. Tomson, of Sunden, Bedfordshire, some of whose shep were as 
large as Leicesters, and the second, of 5/., by Mr. W. Bennett, of Lewsey 
Farm, near Dunstable. The only other competitors were Mr. Irons, jun., 
of Mangrove, and Mr. Thomas Walker, of Newbold-on-Avon. In the 
extra stock for long-woolled sheep, the silver medal was awarded to Mr. 
C. Large, of Broadwell, Oxfordshire. The number of pens of long- 
woolled sheep exhibited was 41. The principal competitors among the 
shorn-horns were the Duke of Richmond; Mr. S. Grantham, of Stone- 
ham ; Mr. S. Webb, of Babraham, near Cambridge; Mr. E. G. Barnard, 
M.P.; Mr. H. Upton, Chichester; and Mr. J. Harris, of Hinton. The 
chief prize of 207. for short-woolled fat wether sheep, one year old, with.

We believe we have 
now mentioned the whole of the exhibition, save a red Scotch deer, exhi- 
bited by Mr. W. Pook, of the Star and Garter, Windsor — a fine, but by 
no means an extraordinary animal. We had scarcely time to glance at 
the implements ; but we observed there was a very large collection, and by 
the first manufacturers. In conclusion, we may add that we think the 
Society may congratulate themselves on the steady improvement which 
every year characterises their exhibition; the present being in no way in- 
ferior, and in many respects being very superior, toits predecessors. As

He immediately entered the 
shop, and, not seeing the female, he inquired where the woman was who 
had recently gone in with the bag. The defendant protested that no fe- 
male had entered his shop that morning. He then pointed to the bag in 
the scale, and asked the defendant what it contained. No answer was 
made to the question, and he told Mr, Kusol he must examine the bag. 
The defendant begged of him not to do so, but he proceeded to open it, 
and found it to contain 143 lbs. of contraband foreign-manufactured to- 
bacco, which he immediately seized. Mr. Kusol then said he had pur- 
chased the tobacco of Mrs. Mary Ann Estall, but declared he was not 
aware it was of foreign manufacture. Mr. Potbury, in aggravation, 
said the retail dealers, when detected, ought to be severely punished, for 
it was they who encouraged people to run contraband goods from the 
steamers. He then called James Jordan, a Custom House officer, who said 
the defendant had been convicted before. Mr. Broderip said he was 
bound to hear what was said in aggravation as well as mitigation of the 
punishment, and asked Mr. Langham if he wished the case to be postponed 
till the former conviction was legaly proved. The solicitor wished the 
case to be at once decided, and Mr. Broderip fined the prisoner in the 
mitigated penalty of 40/., which he paid instanter. On a former occasion 
Knsol was fined 877.

CLERKENWELL.—THE SHAMEFUL “ Pay TAnLE?' SYsTEM.— Two brick- 
layers’ labourers, named Boleyn and Bandey, were charged with assault- 
ing and threatening a publican, named Roecliffe. The assault, which was 
of a very trifling nature, was proved against Boleyn, and it appeared that 
the landlord struck Boleyn a very severe blow on the eye. As both pri- 
soners, however, threatened the complainant's life, they were bound over 
to keep the peace. "The case drew from Mr. Greenwood, the sitting ma- 
gistrate, the following observations : — It was clear that the present case 
sprung from a system the most pernicious and destructive of the comfort 
of the families of the poor —the payment of labourers by their masters at 
public-houses. It was managed in this way—the master gave six or 
seven men a 5/. note to be divided between them, and the publican refused 
to change it unless they drank a certain quantity of liquor. The practice 
had been put down in the north of England, where it was very prevalent, 
and it was quite as deserving of Suppression by act of parliament as the 
truck system. 

HAMMERSMITH. — ROBBERIES OF PLATE AT THE DUKE OF Ricumonp's.— 
Benjamin Ewen, a respectably dressed man, about fifty years of age, de- 
scribed on the police sheet as a servant, living at No. 6. Yeoman's Row, 
Brompton, was brought up before Mr, Paynter, the sitting magisirate, for 
final examination, on a charge of having stolen a massive silver teapot, 
the property of his grace the Duke of Richmond. The prisoner was fully

WANDSWORTH. — HonsE STEALING, — Henry Guthrie,a wretched look- 
ing young man, about eighteen years of age, was brought from the House 
of Correction at Brixton (to which he had been committed from this 
court for fourteen days for illegal possession of some wo»d), and charged 
before Mr. Paynter with stealing a bay gelding, the property of Mr. Mark 
Deadman, a tradesman at Clapham. "jt appeared from the evidence ad- 
duced, that about three weeks since the prosecutor missed the horse from 
his stable. He made inquiries after the animal, and at last found it at Mr. 
Wallis's slaughtering yard in Garret Lane, Wandsworth. Mr. Edward 
Wallis, jun., stated that he had purchased it for 12s. of a young man who 
said he had been sent by Mr. Deadman to sell it. The police found that 
the description given of the young man tallied with that of the prisoner, 
who had been committed on the,previous day from this court for illegally 
possessing some wood. Mr.” Wallis afterwards went to the House of Cor- 
rection at Brixton, and identified the prisoner as the person who had sold 
him the horse, and the prisoner did not deny it. The prisoner’s defence 
to the charge was, that his father having turned him out of doors, he was 
perfectly destitute, and he stole the horse to buy food with, at the same 


time not much caring whether he should be punished for the crime or not.

In Battersea Fields, 
on the Fulham Lammas lan¢, and amongst the osier beds opposite 
Wandsworth, the wild ducks were quite plentiful, and sportsmen were out 
by dozens, popping away. The sea gulls were also very numerous, and 
between Battersea Bridge and Hammersmith several stormy petrels were 
seen by the fisherinen. The presence of wildfowl, aud especially of the 
stormy petrel, at this early period, is said by those accustomed to the 
water to be a sure sign of a long and severe winter. 

ALLEGED FonGERY BY A CLERGYMAN.—On Friday some bills becoming 
due at several of the Perth banking-houses, and none of the parties con- 
cerned having appeared, it was discovered, on inquiry, that forgeries to a 
very considerable amount had been committed.

All that can be stated in the meantime is, that 
Mr. —— —-, with a stipend of 4007. a-year, hasabsconded, that there can 
be little doubt he is guilty of fraud and forgeries to a considerable amount, 
and we b-lieve that this is all that any one is justified in stating in the 
present state of information on such a disagrecable subject. — Glasgow

EXETER. — OBSERVANCE OF THE Rupric.— On Sunday morning last 
considerable sensation was created in this city by certain official altera- 
tions in the performance of divine worship at all the parish churches, ac- 
cording to the instructions issued by the Bishop of Exeter. The first in- 
fringement on the popular feeling took place in St. Sidwell's church, 
where the ceremony of christening was performed in the midst of the 
church service. In every one of the parish. churches the sermon’ was 
preached by the clergyman in a surplice instead of a gown ; and several of 
the congregation were so offended at this innovation, that they quitted the 
church the moment they saw the minister, so attired, enter the pulpit. It 
is said that the churching of women will be in future performed at those 
churches in the midst of the Sunday morning's service, and a very strong 
feeling exists as to the indelicacy.and impropriety of such a custom. The 
inhabitants of Exeter entertain à very general dislike to these innovations, 
and a public meeting will be shortly held to express in strong terms the 
disapprobation that has been excited in consequence, — Times.

DEATH FROM DrsriTUTION.—On Tuesday Mr. Baker held an inquest 
at the Crown, High Street, Shadwell, on the body of Walter Sharp, aged 
thirty-three. It appeared from the evidence, that on the evening of Wed- 
nesday last the deceased, who was evidently in great distress, and suffer- 
ing from illness, procured a bed at a common lodging-house in Match 
Walk, Shadwell. That night he paid 3d. for his lodging, which he said 
was the only money he had. The next day he stated to the landlady of 
the house that he could not pay for his lodging, and requested she would 
allow him to stay there, as he was very ill and destitute, which was very 
humane!y acceded to, and she, together with some of his fellow-lodgers, 
who although very poor, pitying his condition, gave him occasionally some 
tea and bread and butter, he having no means of procuring food for him- 
self. On Saturday it was proposed by his fellow-lodgers that a subscrip- 
tion should be entered into amongst them for the purpose of conveying 
him to the Dreadnought bospital ship, to which he consented to be re- 
moved on the following day, but about one o'clock in the morning he was 
found in his bed quite dead, partially dressed. Mr. Ross, a surgeon, was 
called, who examined the body. The countenance and lips were extremely 
pallid. From the history of the case he had heard, he was inclined to 
attribute desth to disease of the heart, no doubt accelerated by previous 
privation and exposure. It further appeared in evidence, that he had 
been second mate of the Flora West Indiaman, from which ship he was 
paid of in August last, and having spent all his money, was consequently 
reduced to a state of destitution. Verdict, “¿Died from naturai causes.” 

A letter from Algiers of the 25th ult. states, on the authority of some 
Kabyles of the circle of Churchell, that Abd-el-Kader had been arrested 
by order of the Emperor of Morocco, and imprisoned for three days, at the 
end of which he was set at liberty, after having been deprived of all he 
possessed.

The great feature in this painting is its 
general ability. lt displays profound intelli- 
gence and care in its arrangement, a fine 
purity and simplicity of outline, clearness 
and truth of colour, and a neatness and pre- 
cision of hand, which would enable each head 
to serve the young painter as a separate 
study in modelling and executive nicety, Its 
great want is the want of energy and life, 
İt is true that the subject demanded simpli- 
city and repose, but it did not demand frigid 
and poor conception ; and this is the fault of 
the painting. All the merely physical qua- 
lities of art M. Delaroche exhibits, but his 
painting stops there. In that congress of 
dead genius we look without awe; and the
